So wholesalers are com- 
ing to accept the fact that, in help 
ing the retail sale of their trees and 
shrubs by advertising aids, they will 
help sell some stock for their com 
petitors. Yet they will gain by the 
increase in sales, and will gain most

Displays Are Orderly and Well Lighted 
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The Red Maple — A Neglected Tree 


The commonplace statement that 
the red maple is one of our most 
beautiful native trees is so undeniably 
true that it is hardly worth repeating. 
However, if this is admitted, why is 
the tree so rarely planted? There 
appear to be several reasons, none of 
which carries much weight, but 
which taken together seem to be 
serious. They can be dispelled best 
when considered individually. 

The first reason may be the com- 
mon name, “swamp maple,” which is 
frequently applied to Acer rubrum 
and which suggests that this tree will 
succeed only in more or less perma- 
nently wet situations. This is unfair, 
because in nature the red maple 
actually is much commoner on dry 
uplands than in swampy places. 

Soil Needs 

Another more valid reason is that 
this tree definitely prefers a more or 
less acid, sandy humus soil to pro- 
duce its best growth. It suffers from 
chlorosis in heavy alkaline soils and 
will develop then only slowly. This 
seems to be a serious handicap, be- 
cause the conditions indicated as 
most suitable are not available every- 
where. However, the difficulty can 
be overcome readily in either one of 
two Ways. 

A heavy soil, if responsive to such 
treatment, can be greatly improved 
with one of the modern soil condi- 
tioners, or even through an admix- 
sand. Its alkaline condition 
can be ameliorated through regula 
applications of ammonium sulphate. 
rhe latter helps greatly because the 
red maple prefers nitrogen in the 
form of ammonium, which is at a 
premium under alkaline conditions. 
Besides, sulphur, iron and manganese 
are not readily available in an alka- 
line soil, even when these elements 
are present in sufficient amounts, and 
the red maple seems to have more 
trouble than other to cbtain 
them. Ammonium sulphate-_proba- 
bly both components of the com- 
pound together—makes these ele- 
ments more readily available and 
apparently also more readily trans- 
portable within the vessels of the 
tree. 

The second even more satisfactory 
procedure is to free the red maple 
irom its dependence on a certain 
type of soil by budding it on 
maple stock, Acer  saccharinum, 
which is done best during the height

of summer. Strong bud sticks must 
be selected and the buds placed low 
or medium high, depending upon the 
thickness of the stock. Young, rela- 
tively thin stock plants are prefer- 
able, and the red maple buds must be 
reasonably large. Small buds are 
easily overwhelmed and smothered 
by the fast-growing stock. If this 
work is properly done, 100 per cent 
easy to obtain, and the 
growth of red maple on soft maple is 
excellent. Since these two species are 
closely related, while the soft maple 
is able to thrive on almost any kind 
of soil, this is a successful combina- 


success is 


tion. 
Coloring 


A further reason for the lack of 
popularity of the red maple as an or- 
namental tree may be the common 
belief that it colors brilliantly in fall 
only under certain conditions, which 
so far nobody has ever been able to 
define clearly. This belief is based on 
an illusion. The facts, established be- 
yond doubt through painstaking 
long-term observations by my good 
friend, Ormiston Roy, of Montreal, 
are as follows: 

There are three different strains 
in the red maple. One always colors 
indifferently and is never bright red. 
Another colors brilliant red only in 
certain years, under the influence of 
climate, and a third, which is the 
least common of the three, always

colors a beautiful scarlet, no matter 
what the climatic or soil conditions 
are. 

By marking well-colored trees in a 
stand of less brightly colored ones for 
several years, one can easily establish 
which are the ones that can be de- 
pended upon. Further proof of the 
correctness of this claim can be found 


in the fact that there is a named 
variety, Acer rubrum schlesingeri, 
which represents the dependable 


coloring type and is planted in Eu- 
rope as a street tree A fine speci- 
men of it may be seen, for instance. 
at the Arnold Arboretum, Jamaica 
Plain, Mass., opposite the Adminis- 
tration building. Why this excellent 
selection has never become popular 
in North America is hard to under- 
stand. 

The chances are, though definite 
proof is still lacking, that dependably 
coloring trees will pass on this abil- 
ity to their seedling offspring, pro- 
vided that one has mature trees of 
such a strain which are sufficiently 
isolated from inferior ones to prevent 
cross-pollination. 


Seed Maturity 


This brings up the last of the diffi- 
culties with the red maple that may 
contribute to the fact that 
commercial nurseries offer 
Acer rubram. The point is that the 
final stage in the maturing of the

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The Control of Animal Pests 


Among the many problems that 
beset the nurseryman, visits by his 
t-footed “friends” can sometimes be 
ruinous. As it is necessary to recog- 
nize the damage done by various 
animals to intelligently control it, the 
several forms that animal injury may 
take in nursery and _ landscaping 
work need outlining. 

Browsing or clipping: Browsing or 
clipping off the tops of branches is 
done by rabbits, deer and squirrels. 
While normally of little consequence, 
this pruning may be important in 
reducing the production of bearing 
orchards, killing or weakening young 
stock or destroying the shape of orna- 
mentals. Determination of the cul- 
prit is made on the basis of the posi- 
tion of the injury on the plant, tracks 
and characteristics of the cut. Rabbit 
damage is confined to branches with- 
in two feet of the snow line, and the 
cut ends are smooth and sharp. Dee 
injury can occur at any point up to 
about nine feet. As deer lack the 
sharp incisors of the rabbit, their cuts 
are ragged and splintery; the bark 
is bruised and broken. 

Squirrel damage is more common 
on the upper reaches of the tree, 
sometimes resulting in considerable 
terminal bud damage in coniferous 
plantations. The squirrel’s teeth are 
not so well adapted to gnawing as 
the rabbit’s, so that the cut ends are 
more ragged, resembling deer dam- 
age. At times field mice will cut 
down seedlings up to 44-inch diam- 
eter. While the cuts in this instance

Bark Damage 


Debarking or girdling: The re- 
moval of bark from the main stem is 
generally more serious than the clip- 
ping damage. Both field mice and 
rabbits are attracted to the cambium 
tissue, though usually in drought 
seasons or when other foods are 
scarce. Mice attack below the level 
of snow or dense vegetative cover, 
leaving patterns of tiny grooves in 
the wood. On older trees, particles 
of the outer bark are scattered about 
the cutting. Rabbit injury occurs 
from the snow line to a couple of 
feet above it. The removal of bark 
is not as workmanlike as in the case 
of mice, being stripped off rather 
than gouged out. Rabbits will dam- 
age young trees up to about three 
inches in diameter, whereas mice will 
girdle trees of any size. 

Squirrels and porcupines, par- 
ticularly the latter, will sometimes 
bark from ground level to 
heights of 30 or more feet. This 
usually occurs in forested areas and 
is of little consequence to the nurs- 
eryman. Ground hogs, or wood- 
chucks, sometimes scratch the bark 
and break limbs of fruit trees when 
searching for food. Another type of 
debarking is that done by deer pre- 
ceding rut in their attempts to re- 


trees 


move the velvet from their antlers 
Usually small, limber trees ar 
chosen. The bark hanging in tatters 
and broken branches are indications 
of this form of damage. 


Seed, Plant Consumption 


Consumption of the entire plant: 
Plant consumption can start with 
digging up and eating seeds by deer, 
mice and birds. Unfortunately, re- 
sults are evident only after the re- 
maining germinate. Rabbits. 
woodchucks and deer will eat entire 
leafy plants, seedlings, bulbs, ete 
Tracks, droppings and the presence 
of these animals near the plantings 
are the best evidence of the actual 
culprit. In greenhouses, rats and 
mice sometimes do extensive cutting 
and eating of flowers, in addition to 
their normal destruction of food and 
materials.

Control of Insect Pests of Ornamentals 


At the Ohio agricultural experi- 
ment station, Columbus, O., during 
1955. investigations of insects that 
attack ornamental plants were con- 
cerned primarily with economic gall 
makers and with borers that attack 
trees and shrubs. The information 
obtained that may be useful to ar- 
borists and growers is summarized in 
this report. 

Extensive work carried on in near- 
ly all states where peaches are grown 
commercially has shown that the 
peach tree borer can be controlled 
effectively by maintaining a deposit 
of an insecticide on the tree trunks 
during the period in which eggs are 
deposited. Inasmuch the rhodo- 
dendron borer, the dogwood boret 
and the lilac are clearwing 
moths closely related to the peach 
tree borer, it seemed that the pro- 
cedures which proved effective in 


as

control of the peach tree bore 
should be tested in control of the 
borers that attack ornamentals. 


Rhododendron Borer 

The rhododendron attacks 
azalea and mountain laurel as well as 
rhododendron. The larvae bore into 
the main stems, causing ugly scars 
and frequently killing large branches. 
The larvae become full grown in the 
fall and live over winter in their bur- 
rows. At that time they are approxi- 
mately one-half inch in length. The 
clear-winged adults emerge in late 
May or June and deposit eggs on the 
bark. 

Forty rhododendron plants 
growing near the Administration 
building at the Ohio agricultural ex- 
periment station. In 1953 many of 
them were infested with borers and 
a number were severely injured. In 
1954 the trunks and larger branches 
of all plants were sprayed three 
times at 20-day intervals beginning 
about the middle May. DDT, 
chlordane, dieldrin and_ strobane 
were each used on 10 plants at the 
rate of approximately two pounds of 
the active ingredient to 100 gallons. 
During the fall of 1954 and spring 
of 1955 only one new borer tunnel 
could be found. 

In 1955 a 25 per cent DDT and an 
18.5 per cent dieldrin emulsion con- 
centrate were each used on 20 plants 
at the rate of one part in 100 parts 
water. They were again applied on 
the main stems three times at 20-day 
intervals beginning May 15. The 
plants were examined several times

during the fall months and no new 
borer injury could be detected. The 
plants bloomed profusely and seemed 
more beautiful than usual in 1955. 


Dogwood Borer 


Dogwood trees may be attacked 
by both the flat-headed apple tree 
borer and the dogwood borer. How- 
ever, the latter insect is perhaps the 
most severe pest of dogwood. It at- 
tacks vigorous as well as weak trees. 
Small trees and branches of large 
trees may be girdled and killed. The 
life history and habits of the dog- 
wood borer are similar to those of 
the rhododendron borer. 

At Wooster, DDT 
the control of borers on 
transplanted flowering dogwoods in 
1955. A 25 per cent DDT emulsion 
concentrate at the rate of one part 
to 100 parts water was sprayed on 
the trunks on May 27 and June 17. 

In the nursery of the Siebenthalet 
Co., at Dayton, O., five materials 
were tested and each was used on 14 
dogwood trees. DDT, dieldrin and 
chlordane emulsions were used at ap- 
proximately four pounds of the toxi- 
cant in 100 gallons: parathion and 
compound 3911 the American 
Cyanamid Co. were used at 
pounds of the toxicant in 100 gal- 
lons. Sprays were applied on the 
trunks three or four times at 21-day 
intervals. Fourteen untreated 
in the same row were considered as 
checks.

ton were examined several times in 
late summer and fall, and no borers 
or fresh borer injury was observed 
on treated or check trees 


Flat-Headed Apple Tree Borer 


The flat-headed apple tree bore1 
attacks a wide variety of trees, but 
usually causes trouble only on newly 
transplanted or weak trees. It is 
particularly troublesome on_ rela- 
tively large maple, elm, oak or dog- 
wood trees that have been trans- 
planted. 

The adults metallic-colored, 
sun-loving beetles about a half inch

Weed Control Research 
In Ground Cover Plants 


By R. F. Carlson 


Certain herbicides can now be 
used to eliminate the weed problem 
in low-growing cover plants on 
slopes and in shaded areas. In a se- 
ries of greenhouse tests with Crag 
Herbicide-1 and Alanap-! many 
species were tolerant to repeated 
applications of these chemicals. 
Eleven species of ground covet 
plants, as listed in the accompanying 
table, were potted and grown in the 
greenhouse. When they were well 
established some were treated with 
two and four pounds per acre of 
Crag Herbicide-1 and others with 
three and six pounds of Alanap-1. 
Two months after the first applica- 
tion the plants were treated again as 
before. In each case the chemical 
was applied in a volume of water 
completely to drench the plants and 
soil surface. At the end of the ex- 
periment all plants were removed 


from the soil and tops and roots were 
compared to untreated plants and 
rated as to their tolerance to the 
chemicals. Plants that appeared nor- 
mal were rated as tolerant—**T,” and 
plants that showed any symptoms as 
being due to the chemical were rated 
as not tolerant-—“N-T” (see the 
table 

It was evident that all the species 
except Ajuga reptans tolerated Crag 
Herbicide-1 at both two and fow 
pounds per acre. Although some of 
the ajuga plants survived, they were 
smaller, with yellow leaves, as shown 
in figure 1. The other specics were 
apparently normal, since they showed 
no visible chemical injury on either 
foliage or roots, (see figure 2). Since 
three pounds per acre of Crag 
Herbicide-1 is usually enough for 
satisfactory weed control, it appears 
that this amount could be used on

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Soil and Moisture Conservation 


By C. Edmund Anderson 


Marshall Nurseries, Arlington, 
Neb., a pioneer nursery firm of the 
state, were also pioneers in the field 
of soil and moisture conservation. 
Marshall Bros. Nursery, as it was 
originally called, was always con- 
servation minded. Each spring sur- 
plus bundles of nursery stock were 
used as gully checks and proved suc- 
cessful. Terraces in the shape of 
half-moons, made with a _ walking 
plow and a horse, were built on the 
downhill side of each tree in the 
orchards to collect water and stop 
erosion. The ends of the terraces 
overlapped so that an effective job 
was done. Tillage implements were 
raised when small gullies were 
crossed, 

How the nurseries started on a 
complete soil and moisture conserva- 
tion program on 330 acres of farm 
land and 200 acres of nursery stock 
has been described by Vernon Mar- 
shall, vice-president of the company, 
and Keith Meier, general production 
foreman. 

Their 95-acre apple orchard, which 
had just reached full production, was 
destroyed in 1940, in one night, by 
one of the most severe storms ever to 
hit the Arlington area. The fall had 
been mild. On the eve of November 
10 rain began, and by midnight the 
wind changed to the north. On the 
next day the temperature was well 
below zero. The nurserymen knew 
that the damage to the fruit trees 
would be extensive, but it was not 
until the next spring that they real- 
ized all the trees were either dead or 
would dic. It was while making the 
tree survey the following spring that 
they saw the great soil loss that had

been going on in the orchard and 
knew immediately if the orchard 
were to be replanted a soil and mois- 
ture conservation program would 
have to be installed. 


Removal of Dead Trees 


Vernon Marshall contacted the 
soil conservation service in 1941 and 
asked for assistance in re-establishing 
the orchard. The first problem was 
the removal of thousands of dead 
apple trees. This was accomplished 
during 1941 and the summer of 1942. 
In the fall of 1942 the first terrace 
lines were laid out and the conserva- 
tion program was started. An irriga- 
tion well had been dug to water the 
old orchard, and although there was 
no need for water then, the terrace 
lines were so laid that when the new 
orchard came into production all the 





trees could be irrigated. Forty-two 
acres of the old orchard were ter- 
raced and replanted, the remaining 
acreage being converted into the pro- 
duction of cultivated crops. 

Difficult as the problem may have 
been to remove dead trees from 95 
acres and level and terrace the same 
area, it was nothing compared to in- 
stalling a conservation program on 
200 acres of living nursery stock 
Plantings in 150-foot-square blocks, 
with trees varying in age from 3 to 
15 years in the different plantings. 
made the task seem almost impos- 
sible. The first terraces were built 
experimentally in 1944 in a small 
field. The advantages of that type of 
planting were noticeable immedi- 
ately. According to Keith Meier, 
there was no soil loss during heavy 
rains and there was a saving in labor. 
The terrace channels were used as 
roads, and in loading it was necessary 
to carry the trees only half as far as 
had been necessary with the old 
block-planting method. Thus in the 
next 10 years 200 acres of block- 
planted trees were converted into 
contour plantings. 


Soil Loss 


Soil loss from a nursery is great, 
even though there may be no crosion, 
according to Mr. Meier. The balling 
and moving of thousands of trees 
each year removes tons of soil; con- 
sequently a good crop rotation which 
will keep up soil fertility must be 
carried on. The primary rotation 
used between plantings of nursery 
stock at the Marshall Nurseries is 
one year of small grain followed by

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Operating a Garden Center 


Chapter 21. 


Garden center operators who de- 
pend chiefly upon their garden cen- 
ters for their income face the prob- 
lem of maintaining a good volume of 
business during the winter months. 
In the south, where planting goes on 
the year around, the problem is 
minor, but in the north, where there 
is little fall planting and where 
planting ceases completely for several 
months, the creation of income re- 
quires considerable ingenuity. 

When normal fall 
subsided you should begin to feature 
merchandise that will interest you 
customers during the cold months. 
One of the first things that come to 
mind is Christmas merchandise. As 
a matter of fact, many garden center 
operators have found it a satisfac- 
tory and profitable line. 


business has 


Perhaps the most obvious item is 
the Christmas tree. The method of 
retailing Christmas trees varies 
greatly from one section of the coun- 
try to another. In some areas they 
are sold chiefly at food stores, in 
others at filling stations, florists’ 
shops and hardware stores and in 
special sales lots. Observers tell us 
that the trend now is to the garden 
center, at least for the better quality 
of Christmas trees. 

Tree Demand 


Many garden center proprietors 
have been quick to take advantage 
of this trend and are developing a 


good market for Christmas trees. 


There usually is keen competition in

the Christmas tree market. You can 
overcome much of it by handling 
only the best quality trees. The vast 
majority of Christmas trees coming 
on the market are wild trees cut 
from government lands in the thin- 
ning process under supervision of for- 
esters. Many of these trees are neces- 
sarily of inferior quality. The best 
trees are now coming from planta- 
tions that were set out for the specific 
purpose of growing Christmas trees. 
They have been grown with plenty 
of room to deveiop and have been 
sheared to make them compact and 
symmetrical. Naturally they cost 
more than the wild trees, but there 
are many folks who prefer these bet- 
ter trees and are willing to pay pre- 
mium prices for them. You will be 
able to make a larger margin of 
profit from each unit sale. 

Fashions in Christmas un- 
dergo gradual but constant changes. 
Where formerly only spruce and fir 
were in demand, pines are now 
growing in popularity. In some areas 
junipers, chiefly red cedar, are wide- 
ly used. You should analyze you 
local market to make sure you offer 
the kind of Christmas trees your cus- 
tomers prefer. 

Christmas trees painted various 
colors, white, blue, pink, etc., have 
been on the market for many years. 
You can paint the trees yourself with 
special Christmas tree paint and 
simple spray-painting equipment. In 
recent years the flocking of Christ- 
mas trees has become highly popular.

Christmas Business 


More elaborate and expensive equip- 
ment is necessary for flocking, but 
you may find it a profitable invest- 
ment. Well-flocked trees bring high 
prices. Orders for flocked trees can 
be taken in advance. 

Displaying Trees 

Proper display of Christmas trees 
is important but seldom encountered. 
Usually they are thrown together in 
great piles or ricked up against a wall 
in close rows. Each customer wants 
to select his own tree and each one 
has a different idea of what consti- 
tutes a desirable tree. It is essential, 
therefore, that the trees be displayed 
in such a manner that the buyer can 
examine them easily. One way to do 
this is to mount the trees on stands, 
which can be homemade from scrap 
lumber, and stand them up in rows, 
Another way is to support them up- 
right by tying the tops to a wire 
stretched tightly between posts. Still 
another way is to tie them to small- 
diameter pipes or iron stakes driven 
into the ground. The most impor- 
tant consideration is to display them 
upright and individually. This will 
require a great deal of space, but it 
will pay off in greater sales. 

There is a market for some extra- 
large Christmas trees. Many church- 
es use them, as do some_ business 
houses, hotels, lodges and civic or- 
ganizations. Some communities place 
them on streets and in parks. Orders 
for such should be _ solicited 
early in the season, because the trees 
must be placed on special order with 
the producers.

Living Trees 

Some garden centers have worked 
up a good trade in living Christmas 
trees. The appeal of the living 
Christmas tree lies in the fact that 
after it has served its purpose indoors 
it can be planted in the yard. Only 
species of trees that are suited to the 
area should be sold as living Christ- 
mas trees. They should be dug, ol 
course, with an adequate ball of 
earth, which can be placed in a tub 
when the tree is indoors. The tree 
should remain indoors only a short 
time, two or three days at the most: 
the warm, dry air will soon be fatal 
to it. In areas where the ground 
is likely to be frozen at Christmas 
the spot where the tree is to be plant-

Recent Changes in Field-Grown Stock 


In considering recent changes in 
field-grown nursery stock, one would 
probably do well to review changes 
in the industry as a whole, since these 
are reflected in field practices. 

Those who have been in the nurs- 
ery business for a number of years 
know that shortly after World War I 
there occurred the first major change 
in many years in the nursery indus- 
try in the southwest. The change 
occurred in both production and sell- 
ing and covered roughly some 20 
years. Previously, most commercial 
production was confined to fruit trees 
small fruits and nut trees, and most 
selling of stock was done by agents, 
usually during the summer for fall 
and spring delivery. 

During these two decades a num- 
ber of changes in the American way 
of life influenced the nursery indus- 
try. There occurred during this 
period the migration of the popula- 
tion from rural to urban communi- 
ties, the advent of commercial can- 
ning, freezing and preserving of 
fruits and vegetables and, with im- 
proved transportation, the availabil- 
ity of fresh fruits and vegetables in 
markets in the United States. This 
last change, with the development of 
chain stores, now known as super- 
markets, made fresh commodities 
available to everyone. Consequently 
the home orchard practically dis- 
appeared. 

Changing American Scene 

While all this was taking place, 
the American citizen was changing 
his way of life. With the 
mechanization there came a shorter 
working day, a shorter work week 
and more leisure. People began to 
take more interest in the appearance 
of their homes. Landscaping, for- 
merly reserved for estates, became 
the property of everyone. Garden 
club organization began. People 
threw away the brush brooms with 
which they swept their yards and 
started planting grass instead of dig- 
ging it up. They became interested in 
evergreens, trees and_ flowering 
shrubs and even began to pay for 
landscape design. It was the practice 
early in this era to give a landscape

plan in hopes of selling the nursery 
stock. 

So, nurserymen from 
dealing in a commodity which was a 
necessity to one which was a lux- 
ury; and then came the depression. 
Those who were not in business at 
that time probably cannot realize 
the effect on the whole industry. It 
was virtually impossible to move 
nursery stock at any price, and most 
concerns were hard-put to remain 
business. Practically all 
nursery stock moved on exchange 
accounts and consignment. This sit- 
uation naturally led to timidity on 
the part of the industry in embrac- 
ing new ideas and expanding opera- 
tions. This tendency has continued 
to influence the industry even 
though, fortunately, nursery prod-

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the relatively small market, the ce- 
signing and building of this equip- 
ment has largely been up to each 
individual nursery. True, nursery- 
men get ideas from each other, but 
almost every piece of equipment 
must be modified to fit individual 
needs. There are many types of ficld 
planters on the market, many 
equipped with various devices for 
firming, watering, fertilization and 
the like, and most of them are work- 
able. We have not yet used planters 
at the Texas Nursery Co., since thx 
bulk of our planting consists of hard- 
wood cuttings, and to my knowledge, 
no cutting planter has yet been 
devised. We use a Ford tractor as a 
layoff and opening plow and operate 
it both as a 1-row and 2-row opener. 

For many years we firmed the 
cuttings by pressing the ground on 
each side of the row with our feet. 
This is called “tromping.” We now 
use two small rubber-tired wheels 
mounted on a Farmall Cultivision 
tractor, packing each row twice, 
and are having excellent results. In 
eliminating horse-drawn equipment, 
the company has purchased some 
high-clearance Farmall tractors. 
They have a 27¥-inch clearance 
and will cultivate all 1-year plant- 
ings and all 2-year shrubs. For other 
work, the firm is using a Bolens Ride- 
master, which can be operated be- 
tween the rows entirely or with a 
6-foot, high-clearance axle. 


High-Clearance Cultivators 


Texas Nursery Co. plantings are 
on 54-inch rows, and in the case of 
shade trees, every other row is plant- 
ed, interspersed with a 1-year crop 
the first year. Thereafter, these 9- 
foot rows can be cultivated with any 
kind of tractor. For between-row 
cultivation, many nurseries are using 
Allis-Chalmers Cubs. These can be 
used on a 54-inch row if the rear 
wheels are reversed and approxi- 
mately six inches cut off the rear 
axle. Other high-clearance tractors 
in use include the Thompson HiBoy, 
which was exhibited at the past 
year’s convention in Tyler, and the 
Minneapolis-Moline modified trac- 
tor on which the Jiffy balling ma- 
chine is mounted. It is an excellent 
2-row cultivator with a 6-foot clear- 
ance. 


There are numerous weed and 
grass control products, and probably 
all are effective. Care must be exer- 
cised in strict compliance with in- 
structions for application, however, 
to avoid damage to the growing 
plants. The Texas Nursery Co. has 
used Crag herbicide this past winter 
on both coniferous and broad-leaved 
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evergreens with no damage to plants 
and with excellent control. Each 
application is effective for approxi- 
mately 30 days. Also, for weed and 
grass control, the firm uses a Fergu- 
son side-delivery rake, running it 
over the drill in the spring after the 
cuttings have rooted. Development 
of better fertilizers and distributors, 
new insecticides and spray equip- 
ment, defoliants and antitranspirants 
have all contributed to better pro- 
duction methods in _field-grown 
stock. 

There are quite a few types of 
tractor diggers in use throughout the 
United States for harvesting bare- 
root plants. Diggers for small trac- 
tors, Fords, Allis-Chalmers, Farm- 
alls and the like are relatively sim- 
ple, and most of them are made in 
local blacksmith or machine shops. A 
good digger manufactured by the 
Thompson Machinery Co., was ex- 
hibited in Tyler. Also, a number of 
midwestern firms are using a high- 
clearance Minneapolis-Moline trac- 
tor with a rear digger and getting 
good results. The Jiffy balling ma- 
chine has shrub-digger and _ root- 
pruning attachments. Many nurs- 
eries have installed front-end diggers 
on crawler-type tractors with good 
results, but they are fairly expensive. 
The Texas Nursery Co. uses in addi- 
tion to rear diggers mounted on 
Fords, a Ullyette side digger on a 
Farmall “M” tractor and also rein- 
forced pull-type diggers drawn by 
two tractors, for digging shade trees. 

A number of nurseries are now 
using the afore-mentioned Jiffy ball- 
ing machine for handling balled and 
burlapped material, and I under- 
stand that most of them are well 
pleased. There are, of course, soils 
and soil conditions that present 
problems, but these obstacles are 
being overcome. 

Proving Equipment Worth 


I have talked about quite a few 
mechanical improvements for aiding 
nursery Operation in one way or the 
other, and many of them I say the 
Texas Nursery Co. has not tried or is 
not using. In this, we at the nursery 
feel that we have to prove that a new 
implement or tool is best for our 
over-all operation before we put it 
into use. For example, we used to 
use hand labor for loading all balled 
and burlapped stock which weighed 
no more than 200 pounds; then we 
obtained front-end loaders for trac- 
tors. Now, if a ball weighs around 
100 pounds, the employees wait for 
a loader to get the order out. Some 
few years ago, the company bought 
some rubber-tired farm wagons to 
replace the old wooden and iron-

wheeled ones: one of the employees 
suggested making tractor hitches to 
use when advisable. Consequently, 
now, whatever the job may be, a 
tractor is pulled off other work in- 
stead of a team’s being hitched up, 
and the wagons are pulled by trac- 
tors all the time. At the nursery we 
can dig at this time usually 800 to 
1,000 balls a day with a 6-man crew 
of hand diggers. If the firm buys a 
mechanical digger, that will be the 
end of hand digging, and then il 
five balled evergreens from a field a 
half-mile away are needed, it will be 
necessary to fire up a $6,000 ma- 
chine to go get them. 


Progress in Stock Handling 


After plants have been grown and 
dug from the field, they have to be 
graded, bundled, stored and shipped. 
Here also there has been progress in 
stock handling. Mechanical convey- 
ors simplify grading and enabk 
nurserymen to do a better job. Bun- 
dle tyers are now in common usage, 
eliminating much hand labor. But 
probably the greatest improvement 
has been made in At the 
beginning of this era, everything was 
heeled in the ground. Later, storage 
sheds were used, and now most pro- 
gressive nurseries have either cool o1 
cold storages with controlled tem- 
perature and humidity. Continued 
improvements in handling insure 
that stock will reach the customer in 
better shape and also extend the 
shipping season. 


storage. 


I cannot pass the improvements in 
growing and handling nursery stock 
without calling attention to the lead- 
ership and contributions that have 
been made to the industry as a whole 
by the rose growers. They have, as a 
general thing, pioneered the way in 
most of the changes and improve- 
ments that have come about in the 
nursery business. They have perfect- 
ed and introduced many of the me- 
chanical aids to the industry, have 
led the way in harvesting and storage 
of stock and certainly are years 
ahead of the industry in development 
and introduction of new varieties, 
plant patenting and in merchandis- 
ing their product. Through this 
progress in cooperation, it should be 
easy for us to see the value of trade 
associations and how they benefit the 
industry as a whole.

Broad-Leaved Evergreens 
There has also been considerable 
change in production of broad-leaved 
evergreen material. There 
in this era, a tremendous increase in 
both production and usage of broad- 
leaved material, and for a number of 
years much of this material was field- 
grown. Another change has been in 
the introduction of much coastal and 
semitropical material that cannot be 
produced commercially except in th 
extreme southern part of the south- 
west. Also, the growing of containe: 
stock has vitally affected field pro- 
duction of broad-leaved evergreens. 
Because of transpiration, virtually all 
broad-leaved material is hard to 
transplant, and the industry has 
benefited greatly from containers, 
since transplanting loss has 
practically eliminated. ‘There is natu- 
rally still a need for what is com- 
monly called specimen landscape 
material, and this, probably, will 
always have to be field ¢ 

In conclusion, it seems to me that 
the future of all phases of the indus- 
try is exceedingly bright.

Reflections on the Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 





THE COOL GREENHOUSE 


Mention a greenhouse either to 
the amateur or the professional hor- 
ticulturist and he naturally thinks of 
a heated one. And perhaps if one 
would go to the trouble of building 
a greenhouse, he would complete the 
job and heat it. Yet, a cool or un- 
heated greenhouse has many 
even some that the heated one does 
not have, and I am sure the amateur 
is unaware of what can be done with 
the unheated house. 

In Maryland, and, I am sure, in 
many sections, the hobby gardene: 
tries many plants in his garden that 
are not quite hardy, as well as some 
that he knows are definitely tender. 
It is generally accepted advice that 
plants that are one zone out of thei: 
northern limit will survive except in 
the rare hard winter, while plants 
two or more zones too far north are 
fairly sure to be killed. For instance, 
gardenias (two zones) and oleanders 
and pittosporum (three zones) rare- 
ly get through any, even a mild 
winter. 

It is also our advice that plants of 
this type cannot be protected by slat 
protection. Solid protection makes 
the leaves too tender, and packing 
the plants with dead leaves invites 
mice. The gardener who takes his 
oleander or gardenia into the house 
or into the heated greenhouse usually 
finds the plants developing yellow 
leaves and becoming defoliated. It is 
also my observation that the amateur 
gardener keeps his average green- 
house too hot. A warm temperature 
might be ideal for a few crops, but 
even many of the flowers the amateu 
grows do not need too high a tem- 
perature. The unheated greenhouse 
in Maryland forces bulbs well. 

Many amateurs forget 
that even subtropical or tender plants 
have a dormant period which cor- 
responds either to the winter of the 

south or the dry season of the vear. 
The plants that the amateur grows 
or winters over often need only pro- 
tection from the extremes of low 
temperature or, as is often the case, 
protection from cold, dry, northwest 
winds.

For Starting Seeds 
A cool greenhouse is an ideal place 
to start both early vegetable and 


flower seeds. The glass and the cush- 
ion of air will, on the average.

month. That is just about right fon 
germinating seeds. In fact, you do 
not have frost in a greenhouse in the

same manner as you do outside. ‘Thi 
soil or sand freezes when the 
perature drops low enough, but there 
are not the radiation loss and air flow 
as there are outdoors during the frost 
season.

Tilia Platyphyllos Vitifolia 

Commonly known as lime tree, 
whitewood and basswood, the species 
and their varieties of the genus tilia 
offer many fine ornamental trees 
Also called lindens, several species 
are native to the temperate zones 
of North America, south to Mexico, 
but are not found in western North 
America. The genus is well repre- 
sented in Eurasia, where many 
selected forms have been in cultiva- 
tion for many years. In general, 
American and European species ma- 
ture larger than those found in China 
and Japan, but even though listed 
at 30 to 40 meters, the tallest-grow- 
ing species seldom approximate that 
height in cultivation. 

Practically all lindens are hand- 
some trees of desirable habit and are 
good growers, even under less than 
ideal conditions. They do best in 
rather rich, moist soil and when used 





as street trees should be protected 
from prolonged dry spells by ade- 
quate watering. Not readily subject 
to serious insect infestation, fungous 
blights or virus infection, lindens are 
a splendid choice for functional as 
well as ornamental use. 

Tilia platyphyllos vitifolia, a foli- 
age variation of the European spe- 
cies, is a low-branched, full-headed 
tree, usually smaller than the species 
type. The distinguishing feature is 
the slightly 3-lobed foliage, some- 
what resembling the grape leaf, 
prominently veined and of good 
green color above and lighter and 
pubescent beneath.

BOOK REVIEWS 





“MEN AND GARDENS” 


An entertaining book for the 


leisure hours of those who may be 


curious about the gardens of our 
English ancestors from the Middle 
Ages to the 18th century, “Men and 
Gardens” has the charm and fas- 
cination of a well-written text com- 
bined with numerous brief quota- 
tions from rare 
those centuries. 

It is not a historcial record, but 
a combination of the author’s per- 
sonality, her observations on phases 
of gardening and her gleanings from 
the old authors on the subject. 

Nan Fairbrother, the author of 
“The English Year” in 1954, is 
neither a professional gardener nor 
a writer on garden subjects, but a 
doctor’s wife and mother of two 
children. She writes leisurely and 
gracefully in the essayist’s fashion 
and, withal, presents much interest- 
ing information on gardens of the 
past. 

The book is handsomely printed 
and bound— it would be an ideal gift 
book—as is to be expected of a 
publication of Alfred A. Knopf, Inc., 
and is priced at $5. In the middle of 
the 270 pages are 24 pages of plates, 
reproducing old paintings and prints 
of men and gardens of the era, that 
well illustrate the text, as do line 
drawings here and there in its pages.

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PLANT NOTES HERE AND THERE 


By C. W. Wood 





Lobelia Siphilitica 

A Massachusetts reader writes in 
part as follows: “Since reading in 
European periodicals of a dwart 
form of the blue lobelia, I have been 
trying to get it by way of seeds. So 
far I have had no success. Can you 
tell me of an American source for 
plants? Incidentally, I notice that 
the English call it Lobelia syphylitica 
and Hortus has it siphilitica. Which 
is correct?” 

Taking the last question first, I 
cannot tell you which is correct. But 
I can say that in matters of native 
plants I take Gray's “Manual of 
Botany” as my authority in nomen- 
clature, and the spelling in it is 
siphilitica. In trying to answer the 
first question, I'll go at it in a 
roundabout way and probably not 
arrive at any definite conclusion. 

I was excited about a plant ex- 
hibited at the London show in the 
fall of 1934, under label of Lobelia 
siphilitica nana, but was unsuccess- 
ful in getting anything dwarf from 
seeds secured in 1936. Correspond- 
ence with English friends revealed 
the fact that the plant grows about 
a foot tall in the ordinary soil of 
their gardens. That tall a plant may 
be seen duplicated a hundred times 
on an August or September after- 
noon in an area having moist soil, 
where the plant makes the landscape 
beautiful with its pale blue flowers. 
The low-growing plants will usually 
be found in poor soil outside the area 
of constant moisture, often in a 
rather depauperated condition. And 
that is not the way I like to see the 
blue lobelia. I had reports from Eng- 
land that a dwarf lobelia, to a height 
of four inches, could be achieved by 
starving the plant; so that may be 
the solution for obtaining a dwarf 
form. 

On the other hand, a 3-foot blue 
lobelia is really something to look 
at. I used to visit a garden where this 
lobelia, grown in deeply trenched, 
fertile soil, was a feature of the late 
summer landscape. Of course, it was 
given plenty of moisture if dry 
weather overtook it. I recall it now 
as one of the most pleasing experi- 
ences of my garden life. 

It may be grown from seeds and 
selected forms from divisions in early 
spring. Incidentally, if you read 
European garden literature and find 


the writers putting our plant in the 
same class as the prostrate, New 
Zealand species, L. linnaeoides, as to 
tenderness to cold, be advised that 
siphilitica grows naturally here at 
latitude 45 degrees north, where the 
thermometer gets to 40 degrees be- 
low zero.

It has more than a sturdy 
constitution to recommend it, too, for 
Miss Jekyll spent years getting it to 
the point where it satisfied her criti- 
cal eve. When it is said that it is a 
color selection from that reliable A. 
vulgaris, you will know what to ex- 
pect from it. Now let us return for a 
moment to A. coerulea candidissima. 
It is a pure white (and I mean 
white) selection of the ethereally 
beautiful Rocky mountain colum- 
bine, with all the grace and charm of 
the parent and, I am afraid, its fickle- 
ness. But those long spurs, spotless 
white color and airiness would be 
worth frequent renewal if need be.

Some Dianthus Notes 


When a dry summer like that of 
1955 comes along, one appreciates 
the value of pinks in the garden. 
True, they may not flower so freely 
as they do when they get moisture 
when needed, but one can always 
expect and get some color from a 
selection of kinds covering the period 
from June until frost—and all with 
practically no trouble at all. I com- 
menced to think on these matters 
one day in August when a letter 
arrived asking for some information 
on Dianthus peristeri, which the in- 
quirer said I had recommended high- 
ly several years ago. I shall take up 
that matter now, along with another 
one or two that I unearthed while 
looking for what I had said about 
peristeri that excited my correspond- 
ent’s curiosity. 

Speaking of the plant back in the 


early 1930’s, I had written: “The 
outstanding new item last year in 
our trials was one under label of 


Dianthus peristeri. It made a tight 
tuft of little leaves, almost as hard 
as Silene acaulis, on which sat a 
myriad, bright pink flowers—all as

easy as radishes if given a starvation 
diet.” The matter of a name for it is 
quite another thing. The plant was 
introduced by Ingwersen as D. spe- 
cies peristeri, meaning, I suppose, 
that it had been collected on that 
mountain in Greece. I had it the 
next year in seeds under name of 
D. peristeri and grew it as such for 
several years, in fact until someone 
at the Bailey establishment called my 
attention to the fact that there was 
no such name in dianthus literature. 
In his monograph, Bailey said that it 
“has been identified as D. myrtiner- 
vius,” and later he wrote that prob- 
ably “under cultivation at low alti- 
tudes it becomes inseparable from 
plants known in gardens as D. del- 
toides var. serpyllifolius.” Notice, 
please, that under heading of myr- 
tinervius he had this to say: “I have 
not seen this plant in cultivation 
and Lempberg says it is not known 
in gardens.” If that is not contradic- 
tory, I do not know my English. Be 
that as it may, the plant remains one 
of the best of small pinks that are 
easy to grow in the climate of eastern 
America, and I doubt if there is a 
neighborhood nursery in the country 
that could not sell it by the hundreds 
if it displays the true thing. It 
might take a little searching to find 
it in this country since the authori- 
ties rejected the name and some 
nurserymen foisted off ordinary del- 
toides for it (not that deltoides is not 
a desirable plant but it cannot ex- 
actly take the place of peristeri), and 
one might have to look among those 
labeled myrtinervius, serpyllifolius 
and elsewhere, but it would surely 
come to light. It might even be found 
as peristeri in Europe, for I find that 
some claim it is entitled to the name. 
Ingwersen wrote this in 1949: “It 
has now been determined a good 
species in its own right, though bo- 
tanically closely allied to D. deltoides 
and is to be known as D. myrtiner- 
vius.” 


While going through my dianthus 
notes, I found one on D. rumelicus 
that had me puzzled for a long time. 
It read in part as follows: “Last sum- 
mer (1936) was a hard one on all 
plants, even many pinks in open 
field culture suffering badly during 
the dry, hot weather. Among the 
kinds that came through with colors 
sailing was D. rumelicus.” As the 
same note or a similar one appeared 
in these columns at that time, I 
should like to correct it now, even 
if it is long overdue. I mentioned at 
that time, I think, that the name was 
badly confused in the literature, and 
it still is. In fact, Bailey does not 
mention it at all, nor does he men-

tion musaliae which is sometimes 
given as a synonym (see Correvon). 
And I find it mentioned frequently 
by European writers in the same 
breath with D. microlepis. Now let 
us abandon the botanists and see 
what we have to expect from the 
plants. Both produce little gray- 
green tufts, similar enough in them- 
selves to answer to the same name, 
but the flowers of microlepis are pink 
while those of musaliae, or rumelicus 
if you prefer, are bright red. 

To conclude this rather rambling 
note, may I add this? I know of no 
other plant group that will give the 
grower more pleasure, and perhaps 
some profit, than would an investi- 
gation of pinks, especially the lesser 
known kinds. Every packet of seeds 
is an adventure in itself. 


Lilium Callosum 


Although Lilium callosum seems 
to have few friends among garden- 
ers, I should like to say a few words 
in its praise, especially in one of its 
phases—that of landscape use. I 
know one garden where it is used 
with telling effect. There it is planted 
in quite large groups of 20 or 30 
individuals among low-growing 
shrubs, such as dwarf flowering 
quince and shrubby cinquefoils (Po- 
tentilla fruticosa). The part shade 
needed by the lower stems is provid- 
ed by the shrubs, which also give 
some support to the slender stems. 
There is some difference between the 
recorded height of the plant and that 
of the one in this shrub planting, 
“Hortus” giving them a stature of 
two feet while the ones growing 
among the cinquefoils got as much 
as four feet tall. Perhaps the shade 
of the shrubs made the lilies stretch 
up for light. Then, in late July, when 
color is needed in the garden, the 
rather dull red, nodding flowers, on 
the order of those of L. pumilum 
(L. tenuifolium), show their land- 
scape value. They are as easy to grow 
as pumilum and are to be handled 
in the same manner as that popular 
plant. 


Lilium Canadense 


While writing the preceding note, 
I thought that a few words in praise 
of that grand native lily, L. cana- 
dense, would not be out of place at 
this time, and it might induce a few 
more growers to give it a lift. As so 
often happens to native Americans, 
this lily is far more appreciated in 
Europe than it is here. Some observ- 
ers have pointed out that one reason 
for its popularity in western Europe 
and the British isles is the moist cli- 
mate of that region, but that can 
only be part of the cause, because

the plant will not only persist in 
drier situations that it apparently 
selects in nature, but it gives quite 
satisfactory results in upland gardens 
so long as a few requirements are 
met. Thus, plants found growing in 
swamps nearly always grow on hum- 
mocks where the bulbs are out of 
water, although the roots may be be- 
low the water line in spring. It is true, 
of course, that it wants a constant 
supply of moisture to do its best; it is 
equally true that a gardener can en- 
joy its beauty without a swamp. 

Right now I recall a garden where 
it has been doing well for years in 
a leafy soil, with about half of its 
3-foot stem (it may get from two to 
five feet tall, depending upon mois- 
ture and fertility) shaded by low- 
growing shrubs. In another garden 
that I visit it does equally well in 
the half shade of an open-headed 
apple tree. 

Even though it seems to develop 
stem roots, canadense, in both cases, 
is planted about seven inches deep, 
showing again that available mois- 
ture has more to do with depth of 
planting than have the other factors 
usually taken into consideration. It 
has been my observation that the 
plant grows in a lime-free soil in 
nature and would no doubt do best 
in such a medium in the garden.

Southerners are fortunate in hav- 
ing available a number of well- 
adapted grasses for lawns. While 
these grasses vary greatly in manage- 
ment requirements, growth habit and 
adaptability to environmental condi- 
tions, each has a place in the over-all 
lawn program. 

The half-dozen species of grass 
best suited for southern lawns are 
Bermuda, Cynodon dactylon; St. 
Augustine, Stenotaphrum secundat- 
um; zoysia grass; centipede (Ere- 
mochloa ophiuroides; carpet, Axono- 
pus compressus, and bahia, Paspalum 
notatum. 

Probably the best single index of 
comparison of these grasses is the 
relative level of management re- 
quired to maintain each under opti- 
mum conditions and the related cost 
involved. For some people the lawn 
is a hobby. They desire the ultimate 
in lawn perfection, and to them cost 
and labor are not limitations. On the 
other hand, many people wish to 
maintain a cover of grass with the 
least expenditure of time, effort and 
money. They are satisfied to sacrifice 
quality and appearance for a mini- 
mum of investment. Then, of course, 
there is the intermediate group com- 
prised of those who desire an attrac- 
tive lawn and are willing to spend a 
reasonable amount of time and 
money for its maintenance. 

Grasses are available in each of 
these levels of maintenance cate- 
gories. Accordingly, each grass will 
be discussed separately under the 
particular category in which it 
would appear if it were maintained 
in optimum condition. 

Improved Bermuda Grasses 

Grasses requiring a high level of 
maintenance are the improved Ber- 
muda grasses. Bermuda grasses are 
the finest of southern grasses, both in 
texture and quality, and they afford 
the ultimate in lawn _ perfection. 
These are among the grasses which 
produce the outstanding golf greens 
of the south. These improved varie- 
ties have largely done away with the 
need in lawns for seeded Bermuda, 
which is coarser, more subject to 
disease and more susceptible to cold

injury. In addition a seeded Bermuda 
lawn has a tendency to develop a 
sparse, open turf, which becomes 
readily accessible to weeds. 

At present, recommended varieties 
of lawn Bermuda grass include Ever- 
glades No. 1, Ormond and Tiflawn. 
Of these varieties, Everglades No. 1 
is finest in texture. It is dark green 
in color, grows close to the ground 
and produces an attractive gener- 
ally weed-resistant turf. Ormond is 
coarser in texture and has an inter- 
esting blue-green color. It is a hardy 
variety which will become estab- 
lished more quickly than the other 
varieties. Tiflawn has outstanding 
disease resistance and an attractive 
deep green color. This variety is 
somewhat intermediate in growth 
habit, but has a tendency to develop 


a heavy mat or thatch unless mowed 
frequently and closely. 

Bermuda grass withstands wear 0: 
traffic better than most southern 
grasses. For this reason it is particu- 
larly well suited for the children’s 
playyard and other recreational 
areas and for use along driveways 
and paths. A Bermuda grass lawn 
can be established rapidly (three to 
six months) from vegetative plant- 
ing. Seeds are not available for the 
improved varieties. The improved 
varieties will retain their color 
throughout most of the year when 
properly managed. Bermuda is not 
good as a shade grass and is only 
moderately tolerant of salt spray. 

While the foregoing Bermuda 
grasses provide the most beautiful 
lawns, they also require the highest

It 
grows best in soils which have suffi- 
cient supplies of calcium. 

Japanese lawn grass (Meyer Z-52 
voysia is a superior selection now on 
the market) has received popular 
acclaim in the north in recent years. 
However, it is not recommended for 
Florida lawns. While it will grow in 
Florida, it is inferior to the better 
selections of Manila grass and to 
Emerald zoysia. It is coarse in tex- 
ture and normally turns brown in 
the winter season. It produces tall- 
growing seed spikes and requires 
more frequent mowing than the 
other two zoysia grasses mentioned. 

Emerald zoysia grass is a hybrid. 
It was developed by Dr. Ian Forbes, 
Jr., in cooperation with the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
the Georgia coastal plain experiment 
station and the United States Golf 
Association, greens section. It was 
released in limited quantities to cer- 
tified growers in April, 1955. Plant- 
ing material should now be available. 

Emerald appears to be a superior 
zoysia grass for the south. It is a 
moderately fast spreader (for zoy- 
sia), is medium-fine in texture and 
has a uniform habit of growth. It 
seems to be outstanding in frost re- 
sistance. In addition, Emerald has 
the same desirable characteristics 
common to Manila grass. 

Perhaps the major drawback of 
the zoysia grasses is the relatively 
slow rate of establishment. If planted 
like other lawn grasses, usually one 
and one-half to two years are re- 
quired to establish a solid turf. How- 
ever, improved planting and fertili- 
zation practices should reduce the 
period of establishment provided 
there is no contamination with Ber- 
muda grass. Zoysia and Bermuda 
grasses do not make a compatible 
combination. 

Because of the slower rate of 
growth, zoysia grasses require less 
mowing and fertilization, once estab- 
lished, than the other grasses previ- 
ously discussed. While they will with- 
stand some drought, irrigation is 
needed during periods of drought. 
These improved zoysias are propa- 
gated by vegetative means only. 

Centipede Grass 

Grasses requiring a low level of 
maintenance are centipede, carpet 
and bahia grasses. 

Centipede grass probably has been 
the principal improved grass in north 
Florida lawns for the past 20 years. 
More recently, however, it has been 
losing its appeal rapidly in the larger 
metropolitan areas due to the unat-

However, centipede grass is still 
considered to be the outstanding low- 
maintenance particularly on 
the heavy soils in the northwestern 
part of the state. It requires little 
mowing and fertilization and causes 
less anxiety over disease than any 
other lawn grass. Under optimum 
conditions it provides a satisfactory, 
if not an attractive, turf for eight 
months of the year. In cases where 
the brown winter color is considered 
a limitation, a temporary grass, such 
as rye grass, may be interseeded to 
improve the winter appearance.

Rapid Establishment 


Centipede grass is intermediate in 
texture between Manila and St. Au- 
gustine Establishment _ is 
rapid from vegetative planting o1 
from seeds. Centipede grass is quite 
tolerant of acid soils and grows best 
where calcium is in light supply. It 
will grow in sandy areas, but supple- 
mental watering is desirable in dry 
weather. Fertilization once, or at 
most twice, a year is sufficient to pro- 
duce good-quality centipede turf. 
Until recently, however, an under- 
ground scale insect, called ground 
pearls, has become a threat to centi- 
pede turf. At present there is no con- 
trol for this pest.

Centipede grass does not grow 
well in dense shade, although it will 
grow reasonably well under pines or 
similar trees which provide a sparse, 
high canopy of shade. Neither is it 
tolerant -of: salt spray. It does not 
withstand traffic or wear as well as 
some of the grasses already discussed. 
When planted on alkaline soils, or in 
cases where overfertilization has been 
practiced, a deficiency of minor ele- 
ments—principally iron—may retard 
growth. 

Carpet Grass 

While carpet grass is not of major 
importance as a lawn grass, it does 
have a place under certain soil con- 
ditions. It grows well in low, moist. 
relatively acid situations. Conversely, 
it does not grow well on high, dry 
native soils. 

Carpet grass is similar to centi- 
pede in several ways. It will thrive 
under limited fertilization, is gener- 
ally free of insects and diseases, 
turns brown during the winter and 
is not generally tolerant of salt

Pensacola Bahia 

While Pensacola bahia grass lacks 
many characteristics of the better 
lawn grasses, it has merit for use on 
extensive areas (such as vacant lots 
where low cost and low-maintenance 
cover takes precedence over turf 
quality. The grass can be established 
from seeds and the supply is normal- 
ly plentiful. In addition, it is adapted 
to a wide range of soil conditions. 
varying from high, dry sands to 
moist lowlands. It is more frost tol- 
erant than centipede, carpet or com- 
mon bahia grasses. 

Two principal 
Pensacola bahia 
grass. First, it forms a coarse, open 
turf, rather than a dense, uniform 
carpet. Second, it produces tall, 
rapid-growing seed which 
render mowing difficult during the 
summer season and which further 
mar its appearance.

Winter Grasses 

Annual or Italian rye grass, Loli- 
um multiflorum, is the principal 
grass used for supplemental winter 
color and cover in southern lawns. In 
some cases other northern grasses, 
such as redtop, bluegrass and the 
bent grasses, are included in winte1 
seeding mixtures, and some of the 
dwarf white clovers have been seen 
on occasion. 

These grasses may be interseeded 
into the perennial grasses which turn 
brown with cold (principally centi- 
pede and carpet grasses). If seeded 
in the fall (October to December 
they will begin to impart a green 
cast to the lawn about the time when 
the permanent grasses turn brown 
from frost. Rye grass is often used 
to furnish a quick, temporary cover 
on new lawn sites until permanent 
grasses can be planted. Seeds are 
relatively inexpensive. 

While rye grass does spruce up the 
appearance of a seasonal lawn, the 
fact must not be overlooked that its 
use extends the lawn maintenance 
program to a year-around proposi- 
tion. Since rye grass grows quite

rapidly during the winter season, it 
requires frequent mowing, an occa- 
sional fertilization and _ consider- 
able watering. It is also susceptible to 
disease and insect pests. It is some- 
times difficult to establish rye grass, 
particularly where it is seeded into 
dense stands of permanent grasses. 
Rye grass and other temporary win- 
ter grasses will gradually die out with 
the advent of hot spring weather.

seeds takes only a few days and one 
has to observe them closely and be 
right on the spot to catch them at 
just the right moment. They may be 
too immature one day and be dis- 
persed beyond recovery four or five 
days later. 

For best results, seeds should be 
sown as soon as they are harvested, 
but in this, also, there is a small 
trick that is worth observing. Germi- 
nation is best if the freshly gathered 
seeds are first moistened, are covered 
with moist paper or sphagnum moss 
and are kept for three or four days 
in a warm room until they swell and 
commence to crack. If sown without 
this pretreatment, germination per- 
centage will be lower and growth 
after germination will be slower. 


Propagation by Cuttings 


One way to get out of the diffi- 
culty of having to depend on the eva- 
sive seeds and at the same time to 
make sure of obtaining only trees 
that color well is to resort to propa- 
gation by cuttings. This is successful 
under interrupted mist. The cutting 
shown in an accompanying illustra- 
tion was taken June 21 and was 
photographed five weeks later, on 
July 26. Rooting was about 50 per 
cent, and toward the middle part of 
August, when the cuttings were 
potted up, they had an excellent root 
system. They were wintered in a 
coldframe without losses and were 
planted out in the spring. 


We found that cuttings of the red 
maple root best in a half and half 
mixture of shredded sphagnum (not 
peat moss) and granite sand. If the 
water used in the mist spray is alka- 
line, it is advisable to check the pH 
of the rooting medium from time to 
time and to adjust it when neces- 
sary to near pH 6 through occa- 
sional watering with diluted sul- 
phuric acid (two teaspoonfuls of con- 
centrated sulphuric acid to a gallon 
of water). The growth of plants from 
cuttings is much slower, however, 
than that of budded plants, and it 
appears doubtful that the cutting

Should Have Bright Future 


This short outline shows that there 
is no valid reason why the brilliant- 
ly colored red maple of fall could not 
fnally come into its rightful heritage 
as one of North America’s foremost 
park and avenue trees. If European 
nurseries can offer 5-foot young trees 
of Acer rubrum schlesingeri at less 
than $1, American nurseries also can 

roduce them at a reasonable price, 

and with millions of native trees to 
choose from, it should not be difficult 
to select types which are superior 
even to the excellent schlesingeri 
clone. Red coloring of the fruits, for 
instance, is not necessarily associated 
with good fall coloring of the foliage. 
A tree, therefore, should be selected 
which has both of these desirable 
ornamental qualities and which, in 
addition, has both male and female 
flowers. This, likewise, is by no means 
always the case, but would be neces- 
sary to assure production of the 
handsome red fruits even on an iso- 
lated tree. Vegetative propagation 
by budding will then be called for, 
of course. 

In conclusion, I may state that 
the Montreal Botanical Garden is a 
scientific institute and does not en- 
gage in the sale of plants. It is 
always ready to assist with advice 
when asked to do so, but cannot ac- 
cept orders for nursery stock.

two years of meadow. Soybeans are 
also used as a green manure crop in 
the rotation. 

The land used for the production 
of grain and hay crops also has a 
complete conservation program. An 
additional tract of 240 acres was 
rented recently, and a soil conserva- 
tion program is being installed on the 
new acreage. 

Conservation is a must on the roll- 
ing land of Nebraska, as Mr. Meier 
said, and it may have been that the 
Armistice day storm of 1940 was a 
blessing in disguise, since it made 
necessary an improvement in soil 
management and made possible a 
saving in labor.

S AR: ATOGA SESSIONS 


The Saratoga Horticultural Foun. 
dation, Saratoga, Calif., gave a re. 
port of progress and held a nursery. 
men’s discussion course at its ground 
October 4. About 50 nurserymen at. 
tended the two sessions. 

In the morning the visitors wer 
divided into groups and taken op 
tours. Developments which had taker 
place since the last meeting were ex. 
plained and some newer plants that 


now show promise were seen. As in | 


the past, most advances had beer 
made in the ginkgoes. Several dif. 
ferent types of ginkgoes have been se. 
lected and are being multiplied 
These trees now can be had in 
globular, tall and dwarfed forms 
The biggest step that has been mac 
is the selection of clones whose pedi- 
gree is known, so that the nursery. 
man can be sure of his stock. Other 
trees and many California natives 
are likewise being selected and made 
available to the ornamental nursery- 
men of the state. 

A popular ground cover demon- 
strated at this time and seemingly 
popular with the nurserymen wa 
arctostaphylos. Twelve _ selections 
have been standardized. Some are 
evergreen; some have been developed 
into tree types, and while some are 
tall, there are some which are low 
growing. A desirable strain of the 
New Zealand laurel has been propa- 
gated and three definite strains of 
Liquidambar are to be had. 

After the trips and the general dis- 
cussions the group was welcomed by 
Ray D. Hartman, Leonard Coates 
Nursery, San Jose, founder of the 
arboretum. He explained that the 
foundation is a nonprofit organiza- 
tion and its primary purpose is the 
development of new plants for Cali- 
fornia home plantings. Sales are 
made to the trade only, and the pur- 
pose of the sales is to raise funds 
for continuation or expansion of the 
activities of the foundation. In this 
long-range plan, help is being re- 
ceived from nearly every other arbo- 
retum in the country and also from 
South America, Australia and other 
foreign places. 

Director Maunsell Van Rensselaet 
added a few comments to the effect 
that the foundation nearly balanced 
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its budget this year and perhaps may 
actually do so in the next 12 months 
by the sale of plants. He reported 
that the trend is for smaller types of 
trees to fit into the suburban yards 
and for street planting under utility 
les and wires. Buyers also seem to 
have definite ideas as to what they 
want or need, and in general de- 
mand are shade trees which have a 
dramatic color change each season, 
which do not grow too large and 
whose cost of maintenance in prun- 
ing and spraying is a minimum. He 
cited several developments in that 
direction at the foundation and re- 
ported that more are coming. 


Panel Discussions 


In the afternoon the group reas- 
sembled, with a panel of experienced 
nurserymen and experts on plant 
crowing from the University of Cali- 
fornia leading a discussion of prob- 
lems. Mist propagation was consid- 
ered, and it was concluded that this 
is not yet the ultimate solution for 
growing hard-to-propagate plants. 
It was felt that it is important to 
remove cuttings from the medium as 
soon as there is any sign of rooting 
and that sanitation in and around 
the propagating bed is of great im- 
portance. 

Some time was devoted to peat 
substitutes; some good ones were 
mentioned, but there was no agree- 
ment on any one. The University of 
California soil mix, which has its ad- 
vocates, was discussed, and while it 
was agreed that this mix has many 
advantages, it also has some serious 
faults and needs improvement for 
general nursery operations. 

Soil sterilization was declared 
necessary in all nursery operations. 
It was reported that the University 
of California is experimenting with 
organisms which can be added to 
freshly sterilized soils to reduce 
greatly the risk of reinoculation. 

Everyone felt that the chance to 
see and hear what is new at the 
foundation was worth while, and 
praise was given its founder and its 
director. The next similar meeting 
will be held two years from this fall.

Mrs. Lounsberry’s plan is as fol- 
lows: She provides petition forms to 
be signed by persons desiring trees 
in front of their homes.

This promoter then provides a list 
of trees available, and the petition- 
ers decide which variety they want 
for their street. 

The approval of the park super- 


intendent is then required. He turns 
the petition over to the proper au- 
thorities. When all of the paper work 
is out of the way, Mr. Worcester. 
who has planted more than 23,000 
trees in the past 10 years and has 
over 110 varieties of trees in his 
nursery, does the planting as ordered. 
Recently completed is a project in- 
volving the planting of 157 magnolia, 
evergreen, carob and Brazilian pep- 
per trees. The saplings are planted 
10 to 24 per block.

The board of directors of the Ore- 
gon Association of Nurserymen met 
the evening of October 3 in the of- 
fices of the Portland Wholesale Nurs- 
ery Co., Portland, Ore. Dr. Roy 
Young and Ivan Buddenhagen, of 
Oregon State College, Corvallis, were 
visitors. Dr. Young explained to the 
board members the object of a pro- 
posed 2-day short course to be held 
annually at the college.

OREGON NOTES 

Governor Elmo Smith of Oregon 
has announced that a project to pro- 
vide 15,000,000 tree seedlings an- 
nually for the next few years under 
the soil bank act has been approved 
by the state board of forestry. The 
present output at the state nursery 
is 7.000.000 seedlings. The trees are 
to be used for planting under the 
conservation reserve program of the 
soil bank act. The forestry depart- 
ment has already prepared a budget 
which provides for the acquisition or 
lease of a nursery site, together with 
the necessary equipment, materials 
and supplies, the governor said. If 
the nursery is set up under the pro- 
vision of the agreement, the state 
will have the privilege of purchasing 
it at the appraised price when the 
sil bank act is terminated, the 
governor explained. Under federal 
laws there can be no outright pur- 
chase of lands by the government, 
but land may be leased. The addi- 
tional supply of trees can either be 
produced in a new state nursery or 
by contract with private nurseries, 
according to Governor Smith.

Phytophthora root rot disease ex- 
periments are under way at Oregon 
State College, under the direction of 
Ivan Buddenhagen.

in leneth. They may begin laying 
eggs late in Mav and _ continu 
through July. but most eggs are de- 
posited during the month of Jun 
One brood occurs each vear. 

The materials used for the con- 
trol of the dogwood borer at Day- 
ton were also used in the same nurs- 
ery for the control of the flat-headed 
apple tree borer. Each material was 
used on 50 young maples that were 
transplanted in the spring of 1954 
Also each material was used on eight 
larger maples that were dug with a 
ball of soil and left standing during 
the summer with the balls wrapped 
with burlap and covered lightly with 
leaves. 

A few maple, linden and Moraine 
locust trees that were newly. trans- 
planted for shade’ trees on_ privat 
property at Dayton were treated in 
the same manner. In each  casé 
either three or fou applications 
were made at 21-day intervals 

At Yellow Springs, the trunks of 
60 sugar maples that were trans- 
planted in ‘the spring of 1955 wer 
sprayed three times with DDT at th 
rate of two pounds of the toxicant 
to 100 gallons. 

In none of these experimental 
blocks was a living borer or fresh bor- 
er injury observed on either treated 
or check trees. It is possible, of course, 
that an occasional borer could escape 
detection, but such injury would not 
be severe. Certainly some of | the 
treated trees would have been in- 
jured by borers if no treatments had 
been applied. It seems probable that 
the adult beetles were either re- 
pelled or killed before eggs were de- 
posited. 

In view of these results it is evi- 
dent that further work is needed be- 
fore definite recommendations can 
be made for the control of the dog- 
wood and flat-headed apple tree 
borers. Nevertheless, it seems evi- 
dent, particularly since other experi- 
ment stations have made such a 
recommendation, that these borers 
can be controlled by maintaining a 
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deposit of a chlorinated hydrocarbon 
insecticide on the trunks during the 
period in which eggs are deposited. 
When a shade tree is planted, per- 
haps the customer could be supplied 
with about three fluid ounces of a 25 
yer cent DDT emulsion concentrate. 
The customer could then be in- 
structed to paint the trunk three 
times at 20-day intervals beginning 
Mav 15 and using a tablespoon ol 
the concentrate in a quart of water 
ach time. 
Long residual Ac tion has been 
demonstrated with concentrated 
DDT sprays applied for the control 
of the bark beetles that transmit the 
Dutch elm disease organism. It 
gems probable, therefore, that the 
borers that attack shade trees may 
be controlled with less than three 
applications if a stronger concen- 
tration of DDT can be used safely. 


Locust Borer 


Adults of the locust borer are at- 
tractive beetles approximately one 
inch in length. They are black in 
color, with bright vellow, transverse, 
agzag lines. They appear in August 
and September and deposit eges on 
the trunks of black locust trees. The 
insect lives over winter as a small 
larva in the bark. During the sum- 
mer the larvae burrow deeply into 
the wood, and their tunnels are such 
that small trees sometimes break over 
at the point where the gallery occurs. 

Experiments in control of the lo- 
cust borer were begun in a strip mine 
area at Zanesville in 1954. It seemed 
probable that a highly volatile in- 
xcticide applied on the tree trunks 
when the larvae are in the bark might 
be effective. Consequently, on April 
2 that year malathion, parathion, 
nitrox, chlordane, lindane and stro- 
bane were tested on 10 relatively 
small trees. In August, when the bor- 
ers were nearly full grown, only one 
borer tunnel could be found in the 
60 treated trees, whereas 10 similar 
trees that were not treated contained 
seven borer tunnels. 

These results were corroborated on 
a larger scale in 1955. On April 11, 
malathion at the rate of one quart 
of 57 per cent emulsion concentrate 
to 100 gallons was applied on about 
one-third acre of spoil bank area 
planted to locust. When the trees 
were examined during August no 
horer tunnels were found on 30 of 
the sprayed trees, whereas 28 borer 
tunnels were found in 60 untreated 
trees,

Shanks, Jr., made a study of eco- 
nomic gall makers as a problem de- 
signed to meet the requirements for 
a master of science degree. 

Two of the gall makers that re- 
ceived most attention are midges that 
disfigure the foliage of pin oaks and 
red oak trees. The galls are known 
as the marginal fold gall and the 
vein pocket gall. 


Marginal Fold Gall 


In the adult stage the midge that 
causes the marginal fold gall is 
about one-sixteenth inch in length 
and has the appearance of a tiny 
mosquito. Midges emerged from the 
soil during the latter half of April 
last year. On April 27 they were ob- 
served in great numbers in the grass 
growing under trees that were in- 
fested the previous year. They de- 
posit many eggs on the developing 
leaves, primarily on the undersurface. 
The newly hatched larvae crawl to 
the upper surface and congregate 
along the margins, where they re- 
main and in two or three days are 
enclosed in galls. An individual gall 
may be not more than one-quarter 
inch long and may contain from one 
to 20 larvae. However, it is not un- 
usual to find the entire margin of a 
leaf folded into galls, and a number 
of observed on which 
nearly all leaves were infested. 

The larvae remain inside the galls 
throughout the summer. A few days 
before the leaves begin to fall, the 
larvae leave the galls and drop to the 
ground. They live over winter in the 
soil, but remain within one or two 
inches of the surface. 

Vein Pocket Gall 

The midge that causes the vein 
pocket gall is similar to the marginal 
fold gall and has approximately the 
same life history. On April 29 more 
than 300 eggs were counted on a sin- 
ele leaf less than two inches long. As 
the eggs hatch the larvae crawl to 
the veins on the upper surface of the 
leaves, where they remain until a 
pocket forms that encloses them. 
Such galls may occur in both sides 
of all of the large veins on a leaf 
and have been observed on nearly 
all of the leaves of a tree. 

In order for a tree to become heav- 
ily infested with either of these galls, 
the emergence of the adult midges 
must be closely synchronized with 
the development of the new leaves. 
Red oaks were observed that were 
a few days late in producing new 
leaves and thus escaped injury, 
whereas adjacent trees of the same 
species were severely infested. 

Soil treatments and foliage sprays 
were tested in control of both of these 
pests. DDT was applied to the soil

A. Sanford, of the Natorp 
Co.. in a series of cooperative tests, 
tained excellent results by spray- 
ng both the ground and the tree 
when new growth began to appear. 
Inasmuch as the adult insects appar- 
ently spend a day or more near the 
sround, an insecticide applied to the 
sound cover when the buds are 
breaking should be effective. 

A foliage spray containing two 
pounds of 50 per cent DDT and fou 
pounds of 25 per cent malathion in 
100 gallons proved effective if ap- 
olied when the first leaves were one 
and one-half to two inches long. 
F. R. Lancaster reported that the 
Davey Tree Expert Co. obtained a 
good control by spraying at that 
time with lindane or with a com- 
bination of oil and nicotine. 


Noxious Oak Gall 


The noxious oak gall, which is 
caused by the insect Neuroterus 
noxiosus, has been observed only on 
wamp white oak. On a relatively 
arge shade tree in Elyria, O., the 
foliage was so severely disfigured in 
1954 that the average twig growth 
that year was less than one inch long. 

Two generations of this insect oc- 
cur each year. The adults of the first 
veneration emerge from woody twig 
galls in late March and early April. 
Those of the second generation 
merge from leaf galls in June and 
july. The adults of the two genera- 
ions are sufficiently different that 
they could readily be considered 
separate species if their life histories 
vere not known. 

On April 20, when the new growth 
began to appear, the infested tree 
it Elyria was sprayed with a com- 
bination containing two quarts of 25 
pr cent DDT emulsion and four 
pounds of 25 per cent malathion 
owder to 100 gallons. This applica- 
tion burned the tender foliage, but 
nly a few leaf galls developed. The 
ree grew more vigorously than dur- 
ing the previous year, and in mid- 
summer the foliage appeared normal. 


Maple Bladder Gall 


Maple bladder galls commonly 
ocur on the leaves of silver maples 
inn Ohio. The galls are globular in 
shape and are located on the uppet 
surface of the leaves. The ‘y are 
caused by eriophyid mites that meas- 
ure approximately 1/125 of an inch 
in length.

Ash Flower Gall 


Ash flower galls, which are caused 
by a different eriophyid mite, were 
observed in considerable numbers in 
1955. The galls occur only in the 
staminate flowers of white ash. How- 
ever, all the flower clusters on a tree 
may become deformed and the large 
fringed masses become conspicuous. 

The mite that the ash 
flower gall has approximately the 
same life history as that which causes 
the maple bladder gall. It is probable, 
therefore, that the sprays which have 
proved effective in control of the 
maple bladder gall will control the 
ash flower gall also.

Conclusions 


Further work is needed before 
satisfactory control measures can be 
established for borers in ornamental 
trees and shrubs. Present data indi- 
cate, however, that most borers can 
be controlled by maintaining a de- 
posit of a chlorinated hydrocarbon 
insecticide on the bark during the 
period in which eggs are deposited. 
This can usually be accomplished by 
spraying the trunks and_ larger 
branches with DDT at the rate of 
two pounds of the toxicant in 100 
gallons of water, three times at 20- 
day intervals. It is probable that one 
or two applications may be adequate 
where the concentration of DD'T can 
be increased safely. 

The control of economic eall mak- 
ers is also in the experimental stage. 
It must be understood, however, that 
galls are formed when the plant tis- 
sues are in a meristematic condition. 
Ihe insects or mites that cause galls, 
therefore, must be active when the 
new growth first appears. Insecticidal 
applications designed to control them 
must be timed carefully.

Chionathus Virginicus 


A great plantsman can leave his 
imprint on a city, but his name will 
soon be forgotten. I refer to William 
Falconer, a Kew Garden man who 
was superintendent of a large Long 
Island estate before becoming super- 
intendent of Schenley park, about 
1900, where he supervised much of 
its original planting. When he grew 
tired of politics he became superin- 
tendent of Allegheny cemetery, one 
of Pittsburgh’s oldest and best ceme- 
teries. When I first came to Pitts- 
burgh 36 years ago I considered it 
well worth my while to call on Mr. 
Falconer, seeking his advice on plant- 
ing problems. 

On June 3, 1956, my wife and I 
drove through Allegheny cemetery, 
enjoying the display of Chionanthus 
virginicus, white fringe tree, which 
was at its height of bloom. The mass 
of white flowers (they have little o1 
no perfume) was borne on small 
trees 12 to 18 feet high. I could not 
help thinking of William Falconer, 
who evidently planted the trees while 
he was superintendent of the ceme- 
tery. Mr. Falconer’s touch was evi- 
dently the reason for the outstanding 
specimens of red horse chestnut to be 
seen in the cemetery. There are a few 
also in Homewood cemetery, Pitts- 
burgh. In Pittsburgh itself I doubt 
that there are more than 25 red horse 
chestnuts—an outstanding tree. In a 
large nursery district like Painesville, 
O., one would expect to find many 
red horse chestnuts, but I saw only 
one on Decoration day, west of town 
at Denewell’s Nursery. Would it not 
he good business to grow this excel- 
lent tree? It is almost nonexistent 
in nurseries today. 


Random Notes 

Nursery soils can be awfully 
tricky. For instance, a sand soil may 
be all right for magnolias and azaleas, 
but taxus grown in the same soil will 
lift invariably with a broken ball. 

It is best to break the wind on a 
planting of hybrid rhododendrons. 
Flowering shrubs may be used to do 
this. It is better to break off half the 
buds of a newly set hybrid rhododen- 
dron. 

The roots of taxus are tough, but a 
molybdenum steel spade will cut 
right through them. However, some 
diggers not only sharpen the spade in 
the morning but also touch it up in 
the field with a small file that can be 
carried in the trousers’ pocket.

While nurserymen are enjoying 
unprecedented sales volume, many 
are complaining about the lack of 
profits. In the past year many of the 
chapters of the state association held 
meetings devoted to the subject of 
selling. Trade magazines regularly 
carry articles on selling. In short, the 
industry is concentrating on ways to 
increase sales volume. But how rnuch 
thought is being given to increasing 
profits ? 

On the front page of the January 
27 issue of the Wall Street Journal

operation. Let me point out why this 
man is being fooled. 

Markup Test 

For the purpose of easy figuring. 
I am going to take as an example a 
business planned to do sales of 
$100,000 a year. If the goal is $50,- 
000 a vear or $40,000 a year, the 
same percentages can be applied 
Only the actual dollar volume is 
different. 

If a profit is to be made, there 
must be some budget figures to work 
with. The operating costs of a phan- 
tom business that was set up to give

merchandise of 52 per cent, with a 
gross profit on sales of 48 per cent. 
Against that were total operating 
expenses, including sales and wages 
and other expenses such as advertis- 
ing, rent, light, heat, taxes, etc., of 
10 per cent, which would leave, if 
the firm operated within those fig- 
ures, a net operating income of 8 
per cent. 

But what does happen if, as some 
nurserymen seem to think, they 
mark up all their merchandise 100 
per cent, or in other words have a 
cost for merchandise of 50 per cent?

or on a $100,000 business. $33,330 
would be in merchandise other than 
nursery stock. Now one does not get 
100 per cent markup on this class 
of material. As a matter of fact, one- 
third gross profit on this material is 
a good average markup, so that the 
cost of merchandise on this one third 
of sales is 662% per cent. The cost 
of this merchandise in dollars is 
$22,220. If two thirds of total sales 
$66,660) are in nursery stock, and 
assuming that the nursery stock has 
been marked up 100 per cent, the 
cost of nursery stock on a volume of 
$66,660 will be one half of that 
amount, or $33,330, which would 
make the total cost of the dry mer- 
or 554% per cent of the total sales of 
$100,000. With cost of merchandise 
at 552 per cent and assuming that 
other costs are kept within the figures 
mentioned previously, the net profit 
actually is only 41/2 per cent. 


Stock Shrinkage 


That might not be too bad if every 
item in the nursery were sold at the 
price that it was originally marked, 
but is everything sold at that price ? 
In fact does one actually sell every- 
thing that is in the nursery? How 
about the merchandise that dies and 
is thrown out?

Some nurserymen may say, “We 
can't increase our prices or we will 
meet with a lot of customer resist- 
ance and my competitor down the 
street will get all the business.” 

In answer to that, I will state that 
the most successful nurserymen in 
California are getting prices based on 
an average markup of two and one- 
half times cost. I know that on some 
fast-moving items a markup of only 
two times cost may be necessary, but 
to offset this one has to mark up 
some of the slower-moving items as 
much as three times cost. Balance 
the markup on the way the merchan- 
dise moves, but in order to come out 
with a satisfactory profit, average a 
two and one-half times markup 

Successful nurserymen who main- 
tain good, sound nurseries have told 
me that they were able to increase 
prices within the past year. I believe 
every nurseryman had better make 
up his mind whether to get prices up 
where he can make a profit and stay 
in business or whether he is going to 
sell at low prices and commit finan- 
cial suicide.

A line of well-chosen gifts can be 
a profitable investment for your gar. 
den center. It would be difficult to 
state specifically what would sell 
well—that is something you will 
have to discover by experience. In 
general, however, it can be said that 
gifts that have some logical relation 
to plants and flowers are the ones 
most likely to be shopped for in gar- 
den centers. 

Gift Items 

Examples are planters of all kinds, 
flower bowls and epergnes, 
decorative flowerpots, plant stands, 
watering cans and plant food for 
house plants. Children will love to 
plant a terrarium in the winter and 
watch the plants grow. Books on 
gardening, both indoors and out- 
doors, on house plant culture and 
flower arranging are excellent gifts 
Flower prints are welcomed by flow- 
er lovers and are always appropri- 
ate wall decorations. In stocking up 
with gifts you should be careful not 
to overload with merchandise that. 
however attractive, is not likely to 
be sought in a garden shop. 

A gift certificate has an appeal for 
many customers. It solves the prob- 
lem of a gift for the plant lover and 
eliminates the necessity of choosing a 
gift for him that may not be to his 
liking, especially if the gift is to be 
a plant. The recipient of the gift 
certificate can choose anything of 
equal value from your stock. It is a 
good idea to keep a record of each 
certificate issued so that you know 
which ones are out and which ones 
have been redeemed. Your record 
should show who bought the certifi- 
cate, in whose favor it was issued 
and the amount. 

A rather surprising discovery made 
by garden shop operators who han- 
dle Christmas decorations and gifts 
is the fact that they can start selling 
such merchandise early in the sea- 
son—as early as September. There 
are always some forehanded custom-

In some instances, even such 
drastic measures as shifting to an- 
other land use may be necessarv. An 
example in mind is the abandonment 
of apple orchards in some northeast- 
crm States where the resident deci 
population pressure makes the re- 
seneration of young trees practically 
impossible. Somewhat less drastic is 
the discarding of the Black Seneca 
cherrv in central New York because 
of the bird depredation problem on 
early-maturing fruit. 


Mechanical Controls 


Mechanical controls can be cithes 
of the scare type or some form of 
fence. The scare devices on the mar- 
ket are many, and the results from 
their use are equally varied. This is 
mainly due to a lack of understand- 
ing of animal scares. A device that 
is irritating to several senses has a 
better chance of success than one 
that affects only one sense. There- 
fore, it is sometimes advisable to 
apply several types, rather than to 
rely upon any single form. Mechani- 
cal repellents fail because animals 
will, in a brief space of time, become 
acclimated to most noises and objects 
if they remain static. For this rea- 
son, mechanical repellents must con- 
stantly be moved to new locations to 
remain effective. Some mechanical 
repellents on the market that seem 
effective include firecracker ropes, 
actylene exploder guns, spirillum 
twirlers, etc. 

Mechanical barriers, such as 
fences or individual protective cover- 
ings, have probably the longest effec- 
tive period of any control device, but 
are also the most expensive to in- 
stall. Examples of these are rabbit- 
proof mesh fences, electric-outrigge 
deer fences and wrapping fruit trees 
with aluminum foil, hardware cloth 
or other materials. 


Chemical Repellents 


Chemical repellents can be repel- 
lent to most of the senses, but the 
effective ones are those affecting 
taste. There are many bizarre con- 
coctions recommended for their sup- 
posed repellency, but the best to date 
are zinc dimethyldithiocarbamate- 
cyclohexylamine complex (trade 
name = Goodrite Z.1.P.).) thiuram 
compounds (trade names  Arasan., 
lersan and trinitrobenzene-aniline 
complex (trade name Ringwood 
rabbit repellent).

Chemicals are used in another way 
against moles. Application of lead 
arsenate, chlordane or dieldrin to the 
ground surface will kill grubs and 
earthworms. As this process removes 
the food that lures the moles into the 
area, it sometimes gives excellent 
relief. 

As a last resort, the offending ani. 
mals must be destroyed. When neces. 
sary, destruction should be aimed 
only at the individuals doing the 
damage. In this respect shooting is 
the most selective method. Trapping, 
gassing and poison baits if used prop. 
erly are almost as selective. 


NEW ROSES FROM OVERSEAS 


Being introduced among its Star 
roses for 1957 by the Conard-Pyk 
Co., West Grove, Pa., are five va- 
rieties of foreign origin. These roses 
and their originators are as follows, 
according to the introducer’s re- 
leases: 

Sumatra, plant patent pending, a 
floribunda originated by Charles 
Mallerin, of France, is iridescent 
signal-red, producing blooms in large 
pyramidal clusters. The plant makes 
a uniform mound, is hardy and 
vigorous, growing to a medium 
height. Foliage is clean and disease- 
resistant. The flower, three inches 
wide, has from 23 to 28 petals, with 
a nutlike fragrance. One of its fa- 
mous parents was Fashion. 

Red Empress, plant patent pend- 
ing, is another Mallerin origination, 
a hardy everblooming climber, with 
hybrid tea like flowers that are fra- 
grant and cardinal red, produced ont 
to several on a stem long enough 
for cutting. Foliage is abundant and 
dark green. Flowers are produced 
the first year. 

Lady Elgin, plant patent No. 1469, 
a hybrid tea, was originated by Fran- 
cis Meilland, of France. Its orange 
and apricot tones are described as 
like jewelers’ gold and do not fade 
The bud is large but shapely, and 
stems are of exceptional length. The 
plant grows tall and upright. 

The Optimist, plant patent pend- 
ing, a floribunda, originated by Ger- 
rit de Ruiter, of Holland, presents a 
cheerful blaze of orange - buff, car- 
mine rose, yellow and pink in chang- 
ing effects. Buds are crimson at first, 
changing to coral and rosy carmine 
Newly full-open buds are chamois 
yellow, with bright gold stamens

ers often need only to be convinced 
that the equipment will do every. 
thing you say it will. 

Some of our equipment is used jn 
our own landscape work, and we use 
such equipment for demonstration 
purposes. If you have a small tilling 
plot or lawn area at your nursery, 
you will find it most helpful jn 
demonstrating power equipment and 
sprinklers. 

We have found that there is a 
good market for used equipment, and 
as new and better equipment reaches 
the market, we believe the demand 
for used items will increase. Bargains 
in used equipment attract customers 
to our nursery and permit us to of- 
fer reasonable trade-in allowances to 
prompt the sale of new equipment. 
Remember, the markup on power 
equipment is not large but adequate 
if you do a good selling job. In al- 
lowing trade-ins on the purchase of 
new power equipment you cannot 
realize a reasonable profit unless you 
can also sell the used equipment at 
a profit. We feel that $2.50 to $5 on 
hand mowers and $20 to $40 on 
operating power equipment usually 
satisfies customers as trade-in allow- 
ances toward the purchase of new 
power equipment. On this schedule 
we can resell the used equipment 
quickly and realize a small profit 
Be sure your sales 
force realizes that to complete the 
sale of new equipment at a profit it 
must also sell the used equipment at 
a profit. A sale without a profit is a 
gift—how generous can you be? Use 
trade-in allowances to increase sales 
and nursery traffic, thus increasing 
your profit.

Budget Sales 


Another sales stimulant that nurs- 
erymen are slow to take advantage 
of is the budget plan. The lack of 
budget selling in nurseries is keep- 
ing customers away; it is becoming 
too easy for them to buy elsewhere. 
Nurserymen should take a new look 
at their entire sales effort with the 
idea of taking full advantage of time 
plan or budget selling. This affects 
landscape and plant sales as well as 
power equipment sales. 

Open your doors to this new field 
of selling. The demand is there; all 
you need do is meet that demand 
with the aid of a well-planned sales 
campaign. 

To enter the budget selling field. 
you need not carry your 
counts. Those who are financially 
able can gain extra profits in carrying 
charges, but most nurseries are not 
lending institutions. This need not 
be a worry, as most banks and fi-

CHERRY LEAF DROPPING 


The yellowing and early dropping 
of leaves from sweet cherry trees has 
prompted inquiries at the New York 
state experiment station at Geneva, 


N. Y. as to the cause and cure of 
the trouble. Cool, wet weather pre- 
vailing through much of the early 


autumn has favored development of 
a fungus which causes cherry leaf 
spot, stated Michael Szkolnik, plant 
pathologist at Cornell University and 
the State University of New York, 
in a recent release by the station. 
This disease causes the leaves to turn 
yellow and drop prematurely. 

Extensive leaf spot infection and 
early defoliation prevent the tree 
from building up good food reserves 
for next year. A weakened 
also more susceptible to winter 1n- 
jury. 

Sweet cherry trees that have 
growing vigorously will probably not 
suffer any serious setback from leaf 
spot infection this season, it was said,

The spray should first be applied just 
as the petals drop from the blossoms 
and should be repeated at 10-day 
intervals until the fruit is picked. 
One additional application of Fer- 
mate at one and a half pounds 
100 gallons after the sweet cherries 
are harvested will give further pro- 
tection against leaf spot. 

By adding Marlate (50 per cent 
wettable powder ) at the rate of three 
pounds to 100 gallons in the pre- 
harvest sprays, insect pests of sweet 
cherries will also be held under con- 
trol.

Cabling Trees 


Che program for the second day 
started with a talk on “Cabling and 
Bracing Techniques to Save Trees,” 
by Paul Walgren, Walgren Tree Ex- 
pert Co., Hamden. He pointed out 
that many valuable trees could be 
saved by proper cabling and bracing 
Some trees develop a weak struc- 
ture, and this weakness increases as 
the tree grows. Such a tree presents 
a real hazard to nearby homes, utility 
wires and passers-by. Mr. Walgren 
emphasized that more cabling and 
bracing should be done, instead of 
cutting down potentially good trees 
or removing large limbs, with result- 
ing large scars that will not heal 
Some of the old-fashioned methods of 
bracing, as well as the proper tech- 
niques, were discussed and illustrated 
with slides. 

George J. Cleary, Aetna Casualty 
& Surety Co., Hartford, spoke on 
“Let’s Not Get up a Tree.” He men- 
tioned some of the pitfalls that should 
be watched for in seeking protection 
for one’s self, one’s men and one’s 
clients. 

“The Human Side of Tree Disease 
Control” was discussed by Noel B 
Wysong, chief forester, Cook county 
forest preserve, Chicago. He stated 
that although the oak wilt disease 
was identified in 1943, it was not 
until 1949 that it was given general 
publicity. The publicity led to the 
establishment of a fund for research 
on this disease. The result was that 
never before there so much 
learned so quickly about a serious 
tree disease. Mr. Wysong urged sci- 
entists to do more writing in non- 
technical style for publication by 
popular magazines and by 
papers. 

Speaking on the topic “Protecting 
Trees from the Building Contractor,” 
Carl White, Stewart Willson Co.. 
Hazardville, pointed up the fact that 
many trees are killed by excess fill 
of soil and by a change of the water 
table in building and road construc- 
tion. 

A. Winfred Hamrick, line clearing 
supervisor, Connecticut Light &

During the past year, plant quar- 
antine inspectors intercepted some 
17.500 lots of destructive pests 
11,600 insects and 5,900 diseases 
from throughout the world. Inspec- 
tors must not only recognize insects 
and diseases in known plant sources, 
but also be on the alert for the un- 
expected and even the unknown 
Quarantine inspectors have discov- 
ered new species of pests and de- 
tected pests from some countries in 
which they previously 
reported.

Safety Measures 

Commercial imports of plants and 
plant materials are relatively simple 
for inspectors to control. Such ma- 
terial is often certified by the country 
of origin as meeting sanitary grow- 
ing and packing conditions. Never- 
theless, inspectors examine such ship- 
ments to assure that they are free 
from pests and that no contaminat- 
ing soil or prohibited packing ma- 
terial or commodities are present. 
Fumigation with gas or treatment 
with heat or cold, as a condition of 
entry, is another safeguard used foi 
certain types of plant material and 
produce. Inspection and clearance 
of bulbs at the point of origin in Hol- 
land, Belgium and France continues 
to prove an effective way of getting 
cleaner and healthier bulbs to ow 
gardeners at less inspection cost to 
taxpayers. 

It is in detecting unauthorized ar- 
rivals of plants and plant materials 
that may be brought in with 
gage of passengers or crew or in ship- 
ments of gifts by mail 
that the quarantine inspectors ex- 
perience difficulty and must be 
stantly vigilant.
